Put him out,“ ex- 
claimed delegates. Come and do it,” said 
the defiant man from Louisiana. The great 
opportunity to put him out passed by and 
Mr. Tarpey started with his essay again. It 
was florid, as when he spoke of Thurman’s 
canine front breasting the waves, and said 
said he would be a tower of strength and 
make a ticket. Mentioning Gov. Gray’s 
name, asif by concert, the crowing broke 
out in Many parts of the house, but the loud 
cries of “Gray, Gray,“ were not generally 
taken up. Mr. Tarpey happening to say that 
only one could sweep the country, the Gray 
men again howled “Gray” and kept it up 
with the zeal of Moslems. For a littie while 
the convention was disturbed by these Gray 
men, but kept its temper. Tarpey went calm- 
ly, like a poet wound up. Colorado brought 
out Mr. Patterson, the silver gavel giver.

Here there was a 
great, short cheer. The hour was noon, and 
hunger was the coming candidate.

| RULED FROM WASHINGTON 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION DOMI- 
NATED BY THE ADMINISTRATION. 


Congressman Scott Went to St. Louis with 
a Well-Detined Program in His Pocket 
and It Was Carried Out to the Letter— 
The Aid Rendered by Gorman in Carry- 
ing Out Mr. Cleveland’s Wishes—How 
Thurman and the Tarif Plank Were 
Pulled Through. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 7.— [Special. A Na- 
tional convention was never more thorough- 
ly dominated by the Administration at Wash- 
ington than this one has been. Congressman 
Scott came out here with a well-defined pro- 
gram in his pocket, and he has carried it out 
to the letter. Of course there was no oppo- 


sition to the nominawon of the President, but 


the Administration candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent was not put through without the exer- 
cise of a good deal of Administration pressure. 
Thurman was apparently taken up by the Ad- 
ministration only a few weeks ago, but those 
persons who were near the throne knew as 
long ago as last April that the Ohio vet- 
eran was to be pressed for this office. Thur- 
man was taken up because of tne President's 
desire to have with himon the ticket some 
historic Democratic character whose name is 
and long has been a household word. The 
President is astute enough to know that men 
like Hendricks and Thurman help bring the 
gray-hairs to the polls and add dignity to the 
ticket. Again, the Administration was be- 
set by many candidates toritsfavor. Black, 
Morrison, Stevenson, Gray, Dickinson, and

Thurman would W been nominated, 
and that Gray would have been chosen on the 
third or fourth ballot. —— 

Mr. Scott had more trouble in carrying out 
his program on the tariff. Scott's position 
has been a delicate one—the President's rep 
resentative and yet opposing a flat indorse- 
ment of the President's message; nimself an 
out and out tariff reformer in Pennsylvania, 
yet joining hands with the old protection 
gangin the organization of the Committee 
on Platform. ‘But his attitude is not a diffi- 
cult one to expiain, and there is no doubt of 
his complete understanding of the Presi- 
dent’s desires concern the platform. 
Scott has trained so long with the high- 
tariff men of the East and has contrib- 
uted so liberally and 80 often to Demo- 
cratic funds in campaigns where Democracy 
was at a disadvantage in New York on ac- 
count of its supposed sympathy with tariff 
reduction that he isas timid a reformer as 
was ever seen. Scott position was ad- 
vocacy of radical tariff reform in Pennsyl- 
vania, where there is no hope of Democratic 
success, and support of @ straddle in the Na- 
tional platform, which may have an effect 
upon the election ih New York and New 


Jersey. Scott’s position being also the Pres- 


ident’s position, it is not difficult to perceive 
how eager the Administration has been to 
trim its sails to the protection windsof the 
East and the low-tar#f breezes of the 
West. The President had foreseen the 
struggle between the two elements in 
the Committee on Platform, and had sent 
Scott here as a mediator between them. The 
ultra-reformers were found in a majority, 
eager, earnest, determined.

others were suggested and several of these 
were members of the President’s officiai fam- 
ily. 
It is believed that the President at one 
time favorea Gen. Black, but when the dis- 
covery was made that the Admunistration 
could not smile upon Black without bringing 
frowns to the faces of Morrison and others 
Black was summarily abandoned. 

Some months ago the President wanted 
Carlisie to run, and the Speaker was not un- 


willing because of his dislike for the bien- 


nial struggle for reélection to Congress. But 
the President's advisers persuaded him that 
Carlisie’s aominauon would be an impolitic 
one on account of his championship vf ultra 
tariff reform, and the Speaker’s name was 
dropped. 

Then Thurman was taken up, the first sug- 
gestion coming from Secretary Whitney. 
For a man like the old Roman it was believed 

throw its influence 


without fear of arousing jealousies and em- 


bitterments among the lesser aspirants. The 
President has never liked Gray, and has 
never looked with favor upon his candi- 
dacy. Gray has not been looked upon as a 
man big enough for the place, yet there was 
the danger that if the Administration failed 
to concentrate itself upon a man Gray would 
win on his availability. So Congressman 
Scott came out to St. Louis with Thurman’s 
appointment in his pocket. To secure a rati- 


‘fication of it by the convention the power 


and infivence of the Administration have 
been exerted in every direction. The FPresi- 


dent has even gone so far as to fall down up- 


on his knees before Gorman and invite the 
apostie of Higginsism back into the fold. 

At first Gorman ridiculed the Thurman 
business. It was not politics.“ Gene Hig- 
gins was here too, and he was likewise con- 
vinced that Thurman’s nomination would be 
bad politics.“ Mr. Gorman was bluffing at 
Scott, and Scott promptly held out the right 
hand of fellowship, and in the name of Gro- 
ver invited the Senator to sit at the foot of 


the throne. Scott and Gorman joined hands 


and labored together to carry out the pre- 


gram of the President. It was rather comi- 


cal to watch their attempts to dissemble and 
deceive people. At this both were adepts, 
and the way they did swear about each other 
in the hotel corridors at the identical mo- 
ment when they were playing. into each oth- 
er’s hands was quite refreshing. But the 
game of deception was not worth playing out 
to a finish, and after a day or two of it they 
threw off the mask. ; 

There has been a good deal of sentiment 
about Thurman, it is true, and the red ban- 
dana was flaunted and shouted over by many 
sincere admirers. ut there has not been a 
moment since the delegates arrived on the 
field of action when the Thurman boom 
would not have dropped to pieces had the 
support of the Administration been with, 
drawn from it. Nothing but the Payne-brice 
influence kept Ohio in line for Thurman, and 
it was not easily doneat that. Had there been 
any break in the Thurman ranks, or rather 
in the Cleveland-Scott ranks, for Thurman has 
had no more to do with it than any other old 
man, Ohio would have been the first. to join 
in the landslide. In Pennsylvania Scott 
whipped ina minority with the unit rule 
lash. In New York, where forty of the sev- 
enty-two delegates were sincerely opposed to 
Thurmanism, Cooper, Whitney, and Scott, 
speaking for the Administration, held some 
of the men in line, and clinched the whole 
party of rebels with the unit rule. In Mary- 
land Gorman is absolute boss, and he turned 
the whole delegation from Biack, Gray, and 
Stevenson to Thurman, many of the dele- 
gates being driven against their will and 
personal judgment. 

Thus it was in many of the States, and 
even in California, the original and spon- 
taneous Thurman sentiment was helped 
along by the careful nursing of the office- 
holding element. Tne Thurman boom has 
been simply a hollow sheil of sentiment. The 
milk in the cocoanut was the Administra- 
tion’s championship of his cause and the 
power of the officeholing and office-dispens- 
ing agents in forcing delegates to disregard 
their personal judgment. Scores of the best 
politicians in the party believe a great mis- 
take has been-made and are fearful of the 
consequences. They say the President’s 
managers have so shaped the campaign as to 
leave Indiana lying exposed and ill-defended 
on the frontier. They believe the Republic- 
ans will have the wit to see their opportunity 
in the nomination of an Indiana man. 

Of course the inevitable complaints of 
Presidential interference are heard as the 
delegates scatter for their trains. An oft- 
heard remark is: Well, the President 
adopted a program and permitted his lieuten- 
ants to come out here and in his name carry 
it through against the judgmentof a majority 
of the delegates. If any mistakes have been 
made the fault is the President’s, not ours.” 
It 1s the conviction of nearly ail of the best 
observers on the ground that if the conven 


smash-up he sided with the straddlers, and 
voted his men for Gorman for Chairman. 
Scott’s business was to stand between the 
two factions and keep them from going 
too far in either direction, and 
he succeeded in accomplishing his 
purpose. The result is a compromise tariff 
plank in which the ultra reformers get a 
shade the best of it, but which is believed to 
be enough of a straddle to satisfy the timid 
President, even if it does mot satisfy his war- 
tariff followers in the doubtful State of New 
Vork. The compromise was at any rate 
made with sufficient adroitness to receive 
the support of high proteotionists and free 
traders, the negative vote on the tariff plank 
coming from Edward „ a member of 
the Iron and Steel Beam t. 

Thus faithful Mr. Scott feturns home con- 
scious of a duty well done, The Administra- 
tion has had its own wan everything. The 
dull, featuréless, d vention lias 
been a mere ratification-meeting. The real 
convention was heid in the White House. In 


the forthcoming election of the faithful Mr. 


Scott to preside over the National Committee 
and manage the campaign the Administra- 
tion’s control of the party will be made still 
more direct and absolute. 


PLAY THEM OUT OF TOWN. 


The Delegations Gladly Shake the Dust of 
St. Louis from Their Feet. : 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 7.—[Special.]—The 
visitors gota blistering this morning. The 
air was hot and the atmosphere of the con- 
vention hall almost unbearable. Prepara- 
tions to leave town were quickly made, 
and about 10 o’clock the Calumet Club 
of Baltimore started for the Union 
Depot. The little fellow with the two 
whistles led the procession, His legs 
were as weak as the notes of his pipe. Tam- 
many bundled up and quit St. Louis, closely 
followed by the County Democracy of New 
York and the Kings County Club. By 6 
o’clock the depot was filled with organiza- 
tions, anz above the din of the confusion 
coula be heard the discordant notes of a 
dozen brass bands all playing at the same 
time, but no two happening to strike the 
same piece of music. 

The members of the Democratic Marching 
Club of Chicago did not have any prepara- 
tions to make. They came here on light 
marching order. Few patronized fashion- 
able hotels,or, to be more accurate, registered 
ai the Southern or Lindell. Many took their 
meals at the leading hotels but failed to reg- 
ister. They were unincumbered with baggage 
or hotel bills. Every man knew the exact 
condition of his finances. They did as did 
everybody else—covered themselves with 
badges, decorated their hats with bandanas, 
and laid in an ample supply of red umbrellas 
of that peculiarcolor known as turkey-red. 
They made many friends here, particularly 
among the keepers of sample-rooms, and re- 
ceived scores of presents in the way of small 
bottles filled with “the old stuff to brace 
you up on the road home.” 

A7o’ciock the club formed at the Lindell 


and the band serenaded Senators Merritt, Hin- 


and Duncan. A procession was formed and the 
Cook County clubs proudly marched through 
the streets to the depot. Many of the men 
were footsore, but nota soul so far forgot 
himself as to limp. They filled a sperial train 
of two chair-cars and two sleepers, running 
asa second section of the regular even- 
ing train over the Alton Road. Bill 
Fitzgerala and Thomas Gahan felt exceed- 
ingly prosperous this morning and chartered 
for their exclusive use a special sleeper.

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DISCUSSING THE RESULT. 


HOW THE NOMINATIONS AND THE 
PLATFORM ARE REGARDED. 


Apparent Satisfaction in Washington 
Among the Democrats—Judge Thur- 
man Pleased with the Resuit—Gov. 
Foraker Does Not Think the Old Ro- 
man’s Candidacy Has in It Any Ele- 
ments of Strength—English Newspapers 
on Cleveland’s Renomination. 


WasHIneTon, D. C., June 7.—[Special:|— 
All the Democrats, from 3 to Mills, 
appear to be satisfied with the outcome of 
the St. Louis Con vention. The Republicans 
think the platform is a straddie, but say that 
the indorsement of the Mills bill will be the 
issue of the campaign. Platitudes in the 
platform will count for nothing as against 
the sectional measure which the convention 
made a part of the party policy. Every one 
watched the bulletins with interest. It was 
eighteen minutes of 3 o’clock when Sunset 
Cox received a dispatch saying the conven- 
tion had indorsed the Mills bill. Weaver of 
Iowa had the floor. He had the message read 
as à part of his remarks. It was 
received with cheers by the Democrats. The 
Republicans at once accepted the issue and 
cheered with them. Their plaudits were 
even louder than those of the Democrats. 
Judge Keliey, amid derisive laughter, asked 
Weaver if Scott or the convention had fixed 
the date when the bill would go into effect. 
“This House will settle that question,” 
shouted Weaver in reply. Weaver continued 
his reply on the pending bill, but before he 
finished another dispatch announcing Thur- 
man’s nomination was received. I give way 
to Thurman,” said Gen. Weaver, amid the 
applause of the Democrats. For a moment 
or so the members waved their red ban- 
danas, while Outhwaite of Ohio placed a 
picture of Thurman on the Clerk’s desk. 
“it looks as if this will be a nose-wiping 
campaign,” said Mr. Rowell of Illinois, while 
the handkerchiefs were waving. ‘ They 
had better save them to wipe the tears from 
their eyes after election,” he added. The 
Thurman enthusiasm did not last iong. In 
fact, there was little display of feeling, and 
so far as heard from there has been little in 
the country. Cleveland has not been loaded 
down with telegrams of congratulation. His 
renomination has falled to arouse the 
country. 


MR. THURMAN HEARS THE NEWS. 


He Did Not Seek the Compliment, but 
of Course Feels Gratified. 

Cotumsvus, O., June 7.—[Special.}]—This 
city is wild tonight over the nominawton of 
the Hon. Allen G. Thurman for the Vice- 
Presidency by the National Democratic Con- 
vention at St. Louis, and 100 guns were 
flred in honor of the event. Immedi- 
ately after the receipt of the news of the 
nomination a reporter called on the old Ro- 
man at his residence and had the honor of 
first apprising him of his success. The old 
pentieman was reading a history of Greece. 

„Congratulations, Judge,“ said the re- 
porter, as the Senator looked up from his 
book. You have been nominated by the St. 
Louis Convention.” 

The Senator slowly laid down his book and 
threw his cigar into the grate, while his face 
assumed a more animated expression, and 
with a cordial shake of the hand he said: 

„Are you sure!“ 

„Ves, sir. The bulletin has just come.“ 

Have you any details of the result?” 

“None whatever. The telegram contained 
but two words, ‘Thurman nominated,’ and 
it would appear that the ballot was not fin- 


nomination was promptly made withou 
ishing the call.“ 

Was the roll-call through?” 

As far as we know-it was not. The names 
of Gen. Black and Mr. Gray were before the 
convention, but the former, by telegram, 
withdrew in your favor.” 

Well, we can’t blame any one for any- 
thing that has happened.

During the conversation half a dozen call- 
ers had come in to congratulate the old 
Roman, and it could be noticed that he spoke 
inafirm and strong voice, his eye being 
bright and his humor unusually good. One 
of the callers was a gentleman who had re- 
turned during the day from St. Louis and he 
carried a red bandana handkerchief. The 
Judge laughed as this was flaunted and he 
picked up the one he heid on his lap and put 
it in his pocket. By this time the house was 
crowded with visitors. In reply to a remark 
that the Ohio Democracy had often before 
asked for his nomination, he said: 

I never shed any tears over the results of 
the previous conventions, for the people are 
probably wiser than my own friends in their 
enthusiasm. As to the enthusiasm of the 
Pacific, I am gratified with it. It is due only 
to my course toward them in the United 
States Senate.”’ 

During the afternoon telegrams of congrat- 
ulation came pouring in upon the old man.

GOV. FORAKER’S VIEWS. 
— 


He Falls to See Wherein Thur man's Name 
' Carries with It Special Strength. 
Cotumnvs, O., June 7.—The following in- 

terview was had with Gov. Foraker relative 

to the nomination of Judge Thurman: 
“Governor, what will be the effect of the 
nomination of Thurman for Vice-President?!” 
“Ido not think that his nomination will 
add any strength to the Democratic ticket in 
this State, and I do not know why it should 
in any State. He is now not only quite old 
but apparently infirm. This will weaken him 
somewhat, but the truth is he never was 
any stronger than his party—in fact, 
not quite so strong. The only time since 
the war that he has been a candidate before 
the people was when Hayes defeated him for 


the Governorship in 1867. He then ran be- 


hind his ticket. Every man on it got more 
votes than he received. The Democrats got 
the Legislature that year, however, and he 
Was sent to the Senate. But it was not his 
strength that carried the General Assembly. 
The result would have been the same 
in uiat respect had their candidate for 
Governor been either Payne, Pendleton, or 
Ranney. It was the question of negro suf- 
frage and the prejudice it excited that de- 
feated us as to the Legislature that year, 
and not Thurman or any other man; and 80 
it was that the Democrats carried tne State 
six years later, in 1873, when they again got 
the Legislature and reélected Thurman 
to the Senate. His personal strength 
had nothing to do with the result. That was 
the year of the ‘Rise-Up-William-Allen’ 
campaign and the panic. His election to the 
Seuate was due both times to what were for 
him such fortuitous circumstances as these. 
He never had any special strength; at this 
time be has less than ever before. He will 
have difficulty in commanding the full 


strength of his own party. The dissent to

THE FARCE-COMEDY AT ST. LOUIS. 

Some comment has been called forth by 
the fact that Chairman Pat“ Collins de- 
clared Grover Cleveland the nominee of the 
St. Lovis Convention for the Presidency 
without submitting me proposition of his 
nomination to a formal vote of that gather- 
ing. The truth seems to be that Mr. Collins, 
with true Celtic impatience, grew tired of 


the weary farce which followed Mr. Dough- 


erty’s nominating speech, and was in a 
hurry to get through with the rehearsal of 
the cut-and-dried program arranged by Dan 
Lamont and Bill Scott before it became ut- 
terly and uproariously ridiculous. Mr. 
Collins doubtiess has some sense of 
humor, and when a diversion among the 
Cleveland puppets from New York gave 
him an opportunity to ring down the curtain 
on the performance he did so, Mr. Dough- 
erty’s speech was all very well in its way, 
as might be expected from a professional 
orator and ex-actor who studied under For- 


rest. Even the horse-talk of the Kentucky 


delegate was not wholly inappropriate. A 
majority of the delegates understood the 
sporting, gambling-house, and bar-room 
phraseology of the jockey delegate from the 
blue-grass region, and could see nothing to 
censure in the allusions to Mrs. Cleveland in 
the roystering, race-course oration. But the 
performance could well have closed after 
McKenzie’s burlesque afterpiece. 


The rest of the rehearsal was too dull even 


for Democrats. Everybody understood the 
program. It was a punishment to keep the 
audience and the players in the suffocating 
hall during the broiling of a St. Louis June 
day to watch out and act out the dreary 
business of the roll-call. The more intel- 
ligent of the deiegates expressed their pro- 
test by refusing to answer to the call. They 
wanted to get quickly through with the hum- 
bug. The delegations from Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, and several other States where 
aseociation with Republicans has sharpened 
the intelligence of the Democrats refused to 
respond in any way. They preserved their 
self-respect. 

The program for all practical purposes 
could have been arranged three years and a 
half ago. As a matter of fact it was ar- 
ranged long before the convention. The 
performers at St. Louis were drilled by Bill 
Scott, Gorman, “Mule” Barnum, and 
other experienced stage-managers. Dan La- 
mont ran the Washington end of the show. 
He prompted from that point, where he nad 
the assistance of the beneficiary of the per- 
formance... Had Dan been in St. Louis he 
would probably have cut out some of the 
dull portions of the affair. The purpose of 
the rehearsal had practically been performed 
when the perfunctory cheering which fol- 
lowed Dougherty’s speech ended. This part of 
the play was necessary to give the impressions 
of “spontaneous enthusiasm” over Cleve- 
land’s renomination. It was well carried 
out. The claquers were numerous and in 
good lung. The stage furniture was skill- 
fully handled. The red bandanas waved, 
the wooden eagles clapped their wooden 
wings, the bands brayed, and Dougherty 
conducted the flag waving with consummate 
histrionic art. The Democratic wires were 
charged with the electric enthu:iasm which 
was intended to galvanize the country. 
There was a semblance of enthusiasm for a 
brief time. But the disagreeable dullness of 
the roll-call dispelled the illusion. The in- 
telligent delegates saw through the humbug, 
and the Chairman, recognizing the fact, 
closed abruptly. , 

He will be forgiven for being unparlia- 
mentary. The roaring claquers of Bill Scott 
and Mule Barnum may have occasion to use 
their throatson another occasion. They will 
be needed to manufacture ‘‘ spontaneous en- 
thusiasm during the campaign, for it is a 
melancholy fact which Democrats must 
recognize that Cleveland’s nomination has 
evoked no genuine enthusiasm anywhere. 
It has falien flat. The business of the affair 
at St. Louis has been overdone. There has 
been too much of foregone conclusion about 
it. It must be dawning even on the office- 
holders: since they heard the latest news 
from Oregon that the country is getting tired 
of Democratic rule. 


FLAX AND LINEN INDUSTRIES. 
The proposal by the framers of the Mills 


Tariff bill to put the various forms of un- 
manufactured flax upon the free list has 


| called forth Widely different statements 


about the facts and possibilities of cultivat- 
ing flax in the United States for the pur- 
poses of linen manufacture. It is known 
that the production of American fibre is 
steadily falling off, and that we are now im- 
porting over $15,000,000 worth of linen goods 
per annum, while our invested capital of 
some $10,000,000 imports each year about 
$2,000,000 worth of the raw material. Yet 
the Territory of Dakota alone produces 
flaxseed to fully twice the value of all 
the flax fibre imported, and its culti- 
vation pays well, a single crop of 
seed having in many instances paid 
for the land, in addition to the cost of break- 
ing and planting, while there are many mill- 


ions of acres in we West that ure well 


adapted to flax culture, but not for the 
cereals. The City of Chicago alone received 
last year 157,065 tons of flax, which sold in 
this market for a little more\than $6,000,000. 
Nearly all of this immense quantity of seed 
was grown in the Northwest, but it fur- 
nished scarcely a pound of fibre for the 
milis, and the small proportion of stalk ut. l- 
ized from that and other sections appears to 
have been mostly used for the production of 
tow, which is of little value as compared with 
linen. 

It has been asserted as a reason for this 
anomaly that our flax fibre will not make 
good linen, and some have ascribed this to 
the dryness of our climate in comparison 
with that of Ireland and France, which lie 
in the track of the Gulf Stream. But this is 
not proven. The plant in this country is 
substantially the same as the’ one which 
yields such good results in Western Europe. 
The real difference probably lies in the fact 
that more trouble is taken there in the gath- 
ering and treatment of the plant than has 
hitherto been accorded in the United States. 
The Irish and French people pull up the 
stalk by the roots, which gives them a long 
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stalk is rotted carefully, hand labor being 


used in moving it in and out of the pits, the 


process being a dirty as well as a slow one. 
If the flax growers and operators of the 
United States would take the same pains in 
weeding the plant during the period of 
growth, in pulling it before maturity, except 
what is wanted for seed, and in separating 
the fibre from the useless -material, the re- 
sult would be a satisfactory article-probably 
sufficient for all our needs, the result being a 
vast addition to our National wealth as well 
as to the comfort of the average citizen. The 
superiority of linen over cotton for summer 
wear in a hot climate is generally conceded. 

All that is needed for such a welcome 
change is the discovery of some method 
whereby the flax stalk can be reduced by 
machinery instead of by hand labor, A 
year or two ago it was announced witha 
flourish of trumpets’ that such a plan had 
been invented, and would soon be actualized 
on a large scale at the East. But nothing 
has been heard of it since, and perhaps the 
much to be desired improvement has yet to 
be made at some time in the future. 


THE DEMOCRATIC TARIFF PLATFORM. — 
We copy the following from the proceed- 
ings of the Democratic National Convention 


yesterday: 

Mr. Watterson, turning to the Chairman, said 
that he had the honor to report the resolutions 
n upon by the Committee on 
Platform. e resolutions were thereupon read 
py the Secretary. The tariff plank is as follows: 

“The Democratic party of the United States, 
in National Convention assembled, renews the 
pledge of its fidelity to the Democratic faith, and 
7 ms the platform adopted by its representa- 
tives in the convention of 1884, and tadorses the 
views expressed by resident Cleveiand in his last 
earnest message to Congress as the correct inter- 
pretation of that platform upon the question of 
tariff reduction; and also indorses the efforts of 
our Democratic Representatives in Congress to 
secure a reduction of excessive taxation.’ f 


After the regular platform was adopted 
Mr. Scott of Pennsylvania, under instruc- 
tions from the Committee on Resolutions, of- 
fered the following resolution: 


Resolwed, That this convention hereby indorses 
and recommends the early passage of {Mills} 
bill for the reduction of the revenue now pend- 


“ing in the House of Representatives. 


The resolution was adopted amid loud ap- 
plause, and must be regarded as a yote of in- 
structions to all the Democratic members in 
Congress, Randail’s faction inclusive, to sup- 
port the Mills bill, as carrying Cleveland's 
views into effect. 

The Democratic tariff plank of 1884 was de- 
vised as a saddlebag straddie and adopted 
becausp it had a double meaning and could 
be interpreted one way by the Randalls and 
Gormans and another by the Wattersons and 
Millses, each faction being allowed an equal 
measure of satisfaction and disappointment. 
To reaffirm that plank and approve it, to- 
gether with Cleveiand’s message, and de- 
clare that it was correctly interpreted by the 
President, can mean only that the worse haif 
is thrown away and the Democracy is now 
back to the position of 1880 and demands a 
tariff for revenue only. Admitting that two 
interpretations were put on the plank of 
1884 the Democratic Convention aeclares that 
Cleveland’s was the only true one, and with 
this explanation indorses again the party 
declaration of 1884 and approves the Presi- 
dent’s tariff-reform message without reserve. 
The high protectionist pretenses of the plat- 
form of 1884 are therefore completely dis- 
carded and repudiated. Rejecting all temp 
tation to make equivocal or evasive declara- 
tions the Democratic Convention has taken 
a bold stand for reducing the tariff ana dares 
the Republican party to join issue against it. 

It will be asked, of course, why the Demo- 
cratic Convention made any reference to the 
plank of 1884 and did not content itself with 
an approval of the President's message if it 
desired simply to put the party on revenue 
tariff ground. Manifestly, however, the 
party ia so determined on radical tariff re- 
form that it seeks to defend itself against the 
charge of tolerating any other policy even 
four years ago. The tariff plank of 1884 is 
therefore reaffirmed with the explicit decla- 
ration that it could not and will not bear a 
high protection meaning, and no person can 
have any excuse for so interpreting it here- 
after. 

The St. Louis Republic doubtiess voices the 
sentiment of all the leaders in attendance 
on the convention when it says of the action 
taken in respect to the plank of 1884: “To 
“reaffirm it in the sense placed upon it by 
President Cieveland's message is equiv- 
“alent to repudiating all that portion of it 
“that could be looked upon as a straddle, 

‘and is tantamount to accepting President 
„ Cleveland's message as the platform of the 
Democratic party.” In other words, any 
one who supported the Democratic party 
four years ago in the belief that it favored 
high protection and the maintenance of a 
war tariff is now apprised of his mistake 
and warned not to repeat it. 

How will the Republicans meet the bold 
stand of the Democracy on the tariff ques- 
tion? The Democratic Convention has forced 
the issue to the front and it must be met one 
way or the other. If the Republicans do 
nothing they will be forced into the position 
of opposing tariff reform, and only one of 


the great National parties will take the fiela 


with the record of having made an actual at- 
tempt to correct the irregularities and to re- 
duce the present excessive tariff taxation. If 
not in favor of tariff reform the Republicans 
Will appear to be against it. On the other 
hand, they may announce themselves as 
strongly in favor of tariff revision as the 
Democrats and present a much better plan 
for the attainment of such a resuit 
than the latter have been able to sub- 
mit. The Democratic army has taken its 
position and the Republicans can make an ut- 
tack on the centre against all reform, or they 
can execute a grand flank movement. By 
declaring for ultra protection against the 
Democratic reduction policy they will attem pt 
to break the Democratic line where it is 
strongest, and hurl their forces against the 
most powerful guns and heaviest fortifica- 
tions of the enemy, while by presenting a 
plan of judicious tariff reduction better de- 
vised than that which the Democrats have 
submitted they will execute a turning move- 
ment of the kind that yields the most nota‘ 
ble victories both in war and politics. Will 
the Republicans attempt to storm Kenesaw 
Mountain, or turn the enemy's flunk and 
march triumphantly on Atlanta, capturing it? 


CHEEK! 

The flippant ignorance or audacity that dic- 
tated certain portions of the Democratic 
National piatform will ba pretty well appre- 
ciated by the Democracy before they get 
through the campaign. Take, for instance, 
the following assertion as to the work of the 
Cleveland Administration: 


It has reversed the improvident and 6 
22 ot the Republican party touching ie pane 
ic domain, and has reciaimed from corporations 
and syndicates, alien and domestic, and restored 
to the people nearly one hundred millions of 
acres of valuable land to be sacredly held as 
homesteads for our citizens. 


Public land has been reclaimed, not on ac- 
count of any independent action of the Ad- 
ministration, but in pursuance of laws enacted 
by Congress, devised by Republicans, and 
put through by Republican votes. So far as the 
Aaministration has had any exclusive author- 
ity in the matter it reversed the Republican 
doctrine, restored the rotten indemnity rule, 
and passed over to the railroads hundreds 
of thousands of acres withhela from them 
by previous Republican 
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labored to uphold the Republican precedent 
setting aside the indemnity fraud. was 
ousted from office in disgrace, and Lamar, 
who swept the Land Office clear of all meas- 


ures of reform, was rewarded by an appoint- 


ment to the Supreme Bench. The records of 
the present Congress show that Senator 


Plumb’s bill declaring a forfeiture of all un- 


earned railroad lands and pushing the re- 


form further than any Democrat has vro- 
posed passed the Senate weeks ago, but has 
not been acted upon or received the slightest 


attention in the Democratic House. Nothing 


could be more outrageously false than the 
claim that the credit for the land forfeiture 


legislation, devised mainly by Senator Plumb 
of Kansas and Judge Payson of this State, 


belongs to the Democratic Administration. 
In fact, all that has been accomplished is the 
work of Republicans, and the Democratic 
Administration has been the most formidable 
obstacle in the way of land reform. 

The Democratic platform “challenges the 
most searching inquiry concerning the de- 
votion and fidelity to pledges” of the Cleve- 
land Administration, and the Democracy may 
depend upon it that they will receive just what 
they ask before the campaign closes.

Forewarned is forearmed. The Democrats

which their caucus is mangling instead of 
improvibg, and have no assurance that the 
Republicans may not yet bring in a much 
fairer and more effective measure to reduce 
the surplus and reform the tariff.

He was 
for a long time State Serator, and has been 
for many years one of the leading and most 
active politicians in the State. Indiana is a 
great, big, husky Commonwealch, and ever 
since the organization of the Republican par- 
ty has been debatable ground. Nearly every 
campaign for thirty years has been a sort of 
cateh-as-catch-can bout. But I believe this 
is the year of years when the Republicans 
can carry it, though not with hands down. 
I trust the St. Louis Convention will 
nominate Gray for Vice-President, and 
that would settle it, while even 
in the event of his deteat the 
odium of his administration must attach to 
the party. Gray himself has openly ex- 
pressed his sympathy with the Coy gang of 
tally-sheet forgers, innumerable scandals

“ As for myself,” continued Col. Friedley, 
„I have always been a Harrison man. He 
made the race for Governor against Blue 
Jeans’ in 1876, after Godlove S. Orth’s with- 
drawal, when he knew he was beaten from 
the start: As partial pay for that we made 
him United States Senator, though it must 
be confessed he failed to score as brilliant a 
record there as many of his admirers had 
anticipated.

There is sucha quality as personal 
magnetism. In that respect Harrison is ab- 
solutely lacking. He is notof commanding 
presence, and, while nota cold-blvoded man 
oraselfish man, almost invariably creates 
the impression that such is his nature. But 
this talk about Indiana being doubtful this 
year is the veriest rot, With proper organ- 
izatuuon the nominee of the Chicago Conven- 
tion will get the Electoral vote as certainly 
as November comes.

After Cleveland’s nomination, when it ap- 
peared that Gorman had prevailed in the 
Committee on resolutions, a procession was 
started of a satirical character, consisting of 
two negroes holding a printed sheet between 
them and preceded by a cracked drum and 
drummer and banjo and a horn. On the 
sheet was written: For President in 1592, 
the Hon. William Scott of Pennsylvania; for 
Vice-President, the Hon. Tim O'Leary of 
Pittsburg.“ This motley collection went the 
round of the hotels bearing the name of the 
National party. It was finally understood to 
be a Randall satire on Scott, probably started 
by the Pniladeiphia Randall Club. 


The location of this convention has ac- 
counted for the more radical turn of its plat- 
form. Upon the second day it was manifest 
that the overwhelming audience, which not 
only sat in the rearof the delegates but 
flanked them on both sides up to the stage, 
was in the mastery. It was these that dia 
the nearly hali-hour of shouting and called 
for speakers during the proceedings at will 
or crowed unsatisfactory speakers off tbeir 
feet. The confusion had so increased that 
few persons knew the convention had ad- 
jourved or that Mr. Cleveland was pro- 
nounced the candidate. The local party 
newspaper, which has fallen into the hands 
of a Floridan to edit it, raised the cry that 
the Missouri member of tne Resolutions 
Committee, Mr. O'Day, was selling out 
the, radical element of the State. 
These attacks continued until after the 
platform had been made last night. Today’s 
Republic says: Missouri’s representative 
betrayed the Democracy in almost every 
vote.“ A special article assaiuls O'Day, who 
laid the biame on Senator Vest, saying that 
Vest told him to follow Gorman as good 
counsel. From all I can understand the care- 
ful and prudent managers who are looking 
to reélect Cieveland, des.gned to allay a por- 
tion of the public excitement, but were men- 
aced with the vengeance of the convention. 
It was the threat of a member from Texas to 
report a resolution on the floor of the con- 
vention, if it were to be only signed by him- 
self, which caused the older heads to yield to 
a degree, and consequently the platform 
is not acceptable to one extreme end 
of the committee nor to the other. 
But on the whole the revenue reform- 
ers or ultras have prevailed. They 
were beaten in the sub-committee and then 
in the committee, and yet obtained a rehear- 
ing, and by the wearing-out process modeled 
the platform finally in a way to distress Ed- 
ward Cooper and others. Gorman has taken 
the first step in the direction of Samuel J. 
Randall towards unpopularity in his party, 
and most of the men with manufacturing in- 
terests or fellowships are already somewhat 
outlined, to be described in darker and darker 
tints as the issue goes on. The man on the 
outside of the committee, who did the 
prompting of Watterson, was Col. Morrison. 
He did not even have a room and use a go- 
between, but came personally to the door. 
When the committees finally adjourned 
about 9 o’clock Wednesday he was right 
there among the reporters to get the result. 
W. L. Scott got in to address the committee, 
but he seemed rather working for celebrity 
than for anything political. Morrison, living 
near by St. Louis, has been assiduous in his 
supervising of the committee and began to 
confer with Watterson from the momeat he 
arrived, three days before the convention met. 
There is no question that the general aud- 
ierce, or the whooping part of it, was over- 
whelmingly on the Watterson side, and hard- 
ly less question that the Committee on Reso- 
lutions was not prepared to go the extent 
even of the compromise which has been 
made. Had the convention been in Chicago 
instead of St. Louis the platform would have 
been no less respectful to the President but 
would have been less an indorsement of 
pouting delegates and leaders in Congress. 


Let me give you a picture, by interview, of 
the dangers of political leadership. I was in- 
troduced yesterday by Col. Scharf of Mary- 
land, the author of so many histories of cities 


-and States, and who was in the Confederate 


War from Maryland, toa gentleman from that 
State whom I understand to be in the delega- 
tion. Said Col. Scharf: “My friend came 
here with me, but now he has become identi- 
fied with a great man. Mr. Gorman was in 
his room.“ I turned to this gentieman and 
asked him something about Gorman. He re- 
pled: 1 have known him ever since he 
was first in politics. You have the idea that 
he is an Irish boy; on the contrary, he is a 
native of Howard County, Maryland. 
where his mother’s people were Kevo- 
lutionary Idiers. His father was a 
native of ireland, but he was a Demo- 
erat all his days, though a Union man, per- 
aps. in the war. The old man for a good 
while was a track superimtendent on the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. In the course 
of time he obtained jobs and contracts 
around Washington City, mostly through the 
aid of Senator Douglas of Illinois. When 
Dougias made his campaign against Lincoln 
Gorman went through the State arranging 
where Dougias should stop and the details 
about the speech-making. Finally the old 
man became one of the t known Demo- 
cratic servitors around Washington. It was 
Douglas who made Arthur a page in Con- 
gress. He reached several places ot utility 
and respect around the Senate and then 
went over to his nauve county and was 
elected to the Legislature. Hence, Gorman’s 
identification with Maryland is not in the 
light of a carpei-bagger,. but of an oid scion.”

You will observe in the above that one man 
stopping by Gorman’s side is against him on 
the ultimate question of protection. 


It seems that Gorman and Scott are on 
friendly terms. Scott was a Marylander, 
like Gorman. The difference between them 
seems to be that one has lost his place as 
first adviser of the President which the other 
has more recentiy obtained. I understand 
that at the basis of things there is no further 
difference between Gorman and Scott than 
that the one has a modified hold and the 
other a fresh hold upon the source of power. 


I said to John Wiley of Buffalo, the Gleve- 
land delegate here:: Do you think Cleve-

With the hind sight which we all lay claim 
to it might even seem that St. Louis was 
selected as the place to hold the convention 
with reference to this one issue, for there 
has been no other. There has been no issue 
at ali of the Vice-Presidency, except the 
pertinacity of Mr. Gray of Indiana. He has 
let no effort go past him down to the last 
minute, to the view that if he keeps his 
name sufficiently strong it will some time or 
other come up again. The proposition to 
make Thurman Vice-President originated on 
the spot with Mr. Scott, wherever in the 
East it may have originated before that. 
Ana yet had this convention kept outside 
the population which came to look at it there 
is no telling what its conclusions may have 
been about the Vice-Presidency as well as the 
platform. The lesson of this convention is 
that when revolution measures are to be 
adopted you must have @ big audience, and 
when careful counsels are to prevail you 
must have a smali hall. The business of 
storming the convention by bawling and 
cheering has now been on so many 
years that it is becoming a serious defect and 
blemish upon these great bodies of citizens.

Sale of Gaslight Bonds—Advance in Street 
Rallroad Stock. 

The situation in the local-security market 
is becoming more and more interesting. 
There was quite a sensation on the Chicago 
Stock Exchange yesterday when A. M. Day 
offered $100,000 Chicago Gaslight & Coke 5s 
at 80. These bonds have been selling in a 
small way for some time past between 81 and 
82, and the brokers have made little effort to 
get orders to buy or sell, preferring to wait 
till the future of the gas companies is more 
clearly outlned. The tender of these bonds 
was, therefore, a sort of thunderbolt. No- 
a had the hardihood to make a bid for 

the bonds when they were first offered, 
but a stir was visible amon the 
leading . brokers, and it soon me 


evident that arrangements were being made 


to take the bonds. They were offered again, 
atid Henrotin took them. Immediately after 
Mr. Day offered $200,000 at the same price 
and wae a bid of 79%Z for $100,000. Mean- 
while the price on sm T lots was 81 and — 5 
wards. The syndicate that took Mr. Day 
bonds is composed of the well-known — 
ers, Brewster, Koch, Henrotin, Foreman, 
and Slaughter. It is known that orders were 
in the market a short time ago for large lots 
of these bonds at 80, and there is naturally 
much curiosity to see whether any more will 
be bought at 80 if Mr. Day offers them. 

Mr. Day is supposed to be acting for Phila- 
deiphia holders of the bonds. He made some 
sales for Philadelphia people a short time ago 
and also sold some North Chicago Street Rail- 
road stock which came from Philadelphia. 
The oe stock amounted to about 
8,000 shares and was marketed at 114@115, 
persons representing the larger holders in 
this city being the buyers. Fox & Sons of

MR. POPE 8CO JURY BRIBERS. 


He Also Goes For” the Men Whom He 
Looks Upon as Conspirators. 

Closing argum were begun in the 
Welch case yesterdé@y, after a tew witnesses 
were heard. Deputy Coroner MacSwain and 
Clerk Erick Stone, who held the inquest on 
George Murphy in 1885, denied that Weich 
selected that jury or that any money was 
paid by Welch or any of his agents to the 
jurors. Superintendent C. B. Holmes was 
called and asked to explain in reference to 
the visit of Law L. H. Whitney to his 
office. Mr. Holmes said he remembered it 
perfectly. He eup after we had set- 
tled the Keneary and commenced to 
charge that our settlement was not a proper 
one. He became so profane, finally, that 
I told him I did not want to talk with bim. 
The case had been settled with another at- 
torney who represented the Keneary family, 
and Whitney came in representing an ad- 
ministrator who was afterwards appointed. 
Whitney then commenced to damn Welch, 
and I told him he must shut up. If he had 
any charges to make which he could back up 
with proof I wouid be pleased to investigute 
them, but I would not allow him or any other 
man to abuse Welch without making specitic 
charges. Then Whitney became profane 
again and I refused to talk with him longer.” 

„ What was he abusiug Weich for?’ asked 
Mr. Hynes. 

„For bis settlement with the widow,” said 
Mr. Holmes. 

“Did he say anything about Welch being a 
jury-fixer?”’ ) 75 fe 

No, sir, he did not.“ Ts 

There was no oross- examination and the 
case was clused. 

Lawyer Pope commenced the opening ar- 
gument for the prosecution by saying: 

„ Jury-bribint has been rampant for years. 
Success is the only thing that has been re- 
garded, regardless of how that success was 
obtained. This has been kept up by nearly 
ali corporations until reverence for the oid 
Anglo-Saxon law has been lost. The skirts 
of such men as Hardy, Holmes, and Starkey 
have been draggedinto the mire. It is a se- 
rious thing to untover the filth which be- 
smears these men, but when it was found 
necessary the end justified the dieclosures.”’ 

Mr. Pope gave @ detailed history of the 
case, talking from notes, and then went on 
to observe that thére had been a conspiracy 
to suborn witnesses and bribe jurors in the 
company’s office, and the conspirators were: 
Holmes, who wanted to got there without 
desiring to know the details, but furnishing 
the money; Welch, the supervisor of the ac- 
cident department, the department given to 
suborning witnesses and buying jurors; 
Haggerty, the ex-convict, who is Weich’s as- 
sistant; and Starkey, the sensitive man. 
The methods adopted by the conspirators in 
order to prevent suspicion were three in 
number: First, a verdict for the company; 
second, a disagreement of the marge third, a 
small yerdict for the plainti Taking up 
tne copies of the railway company’s vouch- 
ers, he said: I maintain that the company 
has wilfully arranged to have its vouchers in 
the accident department kept in such a shape 
that no informawuon could be gained from 
them, and that they contain nothing which 
would convict any of its agents. I do not 
hesitate to say that there is no corporation 
in the State which receives vouchers so de- 
void of information unless they are used as 
a cover for corruption.“ 

If ever a case of corruption had been 
proven this one had in Mr. Pope’s opinion, 
„And who,” he agked, was benefited! Not 
Starkey, tor he only received wages for his 
dirty work; not Weich, for he was working 
for a salary of 51%; not Haggerty, for his 
reward was only & small pittance for his low 
work. Who theh was it but Holmes? 
Holmes always waived persons away and re- 
ferred them to Welch if they had a claim. 
He ciosed his eyes, but, Sunday-school teach- 
ér that be is, he was shocked uso Whit-

He 
aiso asked that Hardy, Holmes, and Haggerty 
be heli to await the action of the grand jury. 
A formal action was also made asking that

Strange Delusion in a Polish Neighborhood 
Au Imp with $2,000, 

The Poles and Bohemians of the south- 
western part of the city are excited over the 
birth of a little devil. The mother of the 
imp is said to be a married Bohemian living 
at No. 787 Van Horn street. Everybody in 
tne neighborhood is talking about it, and 
great crowds surge about the house and call 
for a glimpse ef the monstrosity. Two hun- 
dred peopie gathered at the house yesterday 
and insisted that the young devil should 
be placed on exhibition. Those attracted by 
the crowd were told that a woman had given 
birth to a malformed child, that its hands 
and feet were stunted, and that great aorns 
projected from its head. Others soon told 
a taie of a child closely resembling a devil— 
a child with three eyes, one horse’s foot, the 
other resembling that of a hen, and a big 
tail. 

„There were seven doctors present at the 
birth,” said one. They wanted to kill the 
littie, devil when he appeared, but he cried 
out: Don't you touch me! If you do it'li go 
hard with you. I want to live.’ The doc- 
tors were afraid to kill him. It’s a fact! And 
the little devil was born with two pockets, 


in which were found $2,000.”’

John Pacl, proprietor of the house, made a 
speech in which he declared that the story 
wasa base fabrication, and that no such 
birth had taken place; but he was answered 
with derision, jeering remarks, and louder 
demands for a view of the freak.

Cuicaco, June 5.— [Special to the N. . 
Worid (Dem.) I—It being understood here 
that the opponents of the Gresham boom in 
New York and other Eastern States are 
using Judge Gresham’s decision in the 
famous driven-weil case as an argument that 
he is in alliance with monopolies, a Gresham 
boomer has been looking up the record. He 
found that Judge Gresham rendered a decision 
in 1878 upholding the obnoxious patent, but 
under such circumstances that he could 
hardly have done otherwise. The first test 
of the patent made in the courts was in 1876, 
before Judge Benedict, in New York. His 
decision wasin favor of the patentee. It 
came up nextin Minnesota, before Judges 
Nelson and John F. Villon, now of New Vork, 
and both agreed with Judge Benedict’s de- 
cision. The case before Judge Gresham was 
the third, and as it was on the same state of 
facts as in the other two cases it is hela that 
he was in duty bound to accept the existing 
decisions until the Supreme Court had a 
chance to review them. He accordingly sus- 
tained the patent. 

Other cases were tried before Judges 
Blatchford and Wheeler in New York, Ship- 
man in Connecticut, Nixon in New Jersey, 
and McCrary in Missouri, and the patent was 
sustained in each case. Then the case de- 
cided by Judge Gresham was carried to the 
Uni States Supreme Court, where his 
ruiing was affirmed. In 1886 another cuse 
from Connecticut reached the Supreme 
Covrt and the patent was again upheld. 
When the monopoly was finaily crusbed last 
November it wason a point which was not 
raised at ail in any of tae previous cases. 
This was whether the law passed by Con- 
gress in 1889 had repealed another law passed 
in 1831, which had always been held as the 
foundation of patent procedure. Judge Love 
of Iowa held that it did, and the Supreme 
Court agreea with him and declared on this 
new point that the patent was invalid.
